NEW SENATORIAL PLAN. 


A professor of political science in an Eastern 
University recently came forward with a_proposaf| 
for another change in the method of the election of 
United States Senators. He would have the United 
States divided into six regions and would have the 
_senators from all the states in each region elected by 
popular vote by all the people in that region. Just 
why the entire country is not to be put into one super- 
region and all the senators elected at large, the good 
' professor does not state. 

‘The plan may seem perfectly practicable to aj 
professor of political economy, but there is one ser- | 
ious hurdle to he gotten over. That is the fact that 
the Constitution of the United Sta‘es for some peculiar 
and doubtless frivolous reason provides that no state 
shall be deprived of its equal suffrage in the senate.
